London, Nov. 2.— Sir Charles John­ 


ston, who retire*! from office as lord 
m ayor of London on November 9, is 
the first of the 726 men who have held 
that office who can boast that he has 
not given or attended a single public 
dinner during the whole year of his 
incumbency. 
“That, of course, is due to the war,' 
he explains, “for the war has changed 
all our preconceived notions of what 
a 
London 
mayoralty 
means. 
We 
have been a serious people the past 
year, with no tim e 
for 
ceremonials 
and with an eye single to the grim 
business before us. 
Those who know 
my horror of speech making tell mc 
with a smile that I epuJd not have 
had a more congenial mayoralty even 
if I had selected my own year.” 
The lord mayor quits his chair w*ith 
at least one regret,-—that he was un-' 
able to carry out his cherished plan 
to visit America during ids term of 
office. 
“I have 
m#wny 
friends 
ii 
America,” he said, “and I have grossed 
^he Atlantic no fewer than seventh 
eight times. 
But for the war I should 
have spent my vacation in the United 
States and Canada and have been the 
first lord mayor 
to 
visit 
America 
while in office.” 
In reply to a question as to what 
particular part of his year’s work he 
was proudest of, Sir 
Charles 
said, 
“W ithout any hesitation, I would an­ 
swer the establishment of that splen­ 
did body of men, the National Guard 
of the City of London. 
I rejoice to 
have taken a leading pqrt in the in­ 
ception and organisation of that im ­ 
portant branch of the system of na­ 
tional defense.

“I am not a prophet, and I have no 
m eans of knowing or estimating the 
duration of the war, but I hope that 
my successor, Sir Charles Wakefield,

and peace, while I—if I am remem­ 
bered at aJl-^-w’ill perhaps be spoken 
of as the lord m ayor of the w’ar.”

Fresh, palatable 
feedstuffs should

Waler in abundance, easy of access 
and alway# j),ure, fresh but not too 
cold. should be provided at all times. 
Salt. too, should always be accessible. 
The barn should be kept clean and 
the stables whitewashed once or twice 
every six months. No dry, dusty f^ed 
should be u^ed just before milking. 
The stables should be cleaned and 
aired thoroughly before milking. Ven­ 
tilation and light are absolutely neces­ 
sary. 
No strong smelling material 
should be left in the stables for any 
length of time. Musty and dirty litter 
should never be used.

Onc- 
quarter of a pint of formalin solution 
to five gallons of water makes a good 
sterilizing solution to be used at any 
place where disease germs cf plants, 
trees or bushes are to be killed. 
Where the blight has reached the 
bark of the larger branches or Gunk, 
it should be neatly trimmed 
away 
with a knife, then sterilized and paint­ 
ed with ordinary paint. 
Dip knives 
and pruning implements into a steri- j 
lizing solution occasionally.

PURSUING THE PLUME PIRATES— 
PEARSON MAKES NEW AUDUBON MOVE 


Through 
American 
generosity, 
thousands 
of 
suffering 
European 
soldiers are, figuratively, to be put on 
their feet again. 
The need for arti­ 
ficial limbs in Europe is appalling, 
writes A. S. Hanger, of Washington, 
now in Europe assisting in the m0V?_ 
ment to supply substitutes foi the 
limbs soldiers have lost. 
The need 
of limbs is greater than ary one can 
imagine, he declares. 
He believes 
this is due to the terrific archery 
bombardment the trenches are con­ 
stantly undergoing. 
Poverty stricken Serbia, little vic­ 
tim of three successive wars 
and 
now 
engaged 
in 
another 
five 
years of constant fighting—is to be 
the first beneficiary 
of the new 
American movement. 
The appea. if 
to buy artificial 
limbs for those 
whose legs have been torn away. 
The plan is backed by Madame 
Slavko Grcuitch, wife of the perma­ 
nent Under Secretary of Foreign A f­ 
fairs of Serbia. 
A former American 
girl, she has only recently returned 
to Serbia, following a visit to this 
country in the interest of Serbian re­ 
lief work. In a message, just received, 
she says, “I will give every help to 
efforts here to see that artificial 
limbs are properly received, applied 
and appreciated/* 


The movement is expected to sup­ 
ply thousands of artificial limbs for 
maimed soldiers still in hospitals, be­ 
cause, without legs, it is impossible 
for them to be taken away. 
If they 
were taken away without artificial 
limhs, those on the scene say, they 
probably would starve to death, be­ 
cause many a Serbian soldier has left 
the hospital only to find his entire 
family wiped out by the terrible ty­ 
phus scourge, which American aid 
finally conquered. 
If artificial limbs 
can be supplied, those behind the 
plan say, the wounded soldiers will 
become self-supporting again. 
Checks to purchase artificial limbs 
must be marked “Artificial Limb Ac­ 
count” and sent direct to Murray H. 
Coggeshall, treasurer of the Serbian 
Committee, 128 Broadway, New York 
City. 
Each limb will bear a tag 
-riving the name of the donor so that 
the s tidier recipient may know of 
his be nefactor. 
Seven dollars and a 
half will purchase an artificial leg 
where the leg has been amputated 
below the knee, and ten dollars will 
buy a substitute for a leg, amputated 
above the knee. 
Madame Grouitch, well xnown in 
America, will herself receive the 
torments of artificial limbs in Ser­ 
bia and will see that they are proper­ 
ly distributed. 


Investigation by United States At­ 
torney General Gregory of the al­ 
leged smuggling of aigrette plumes ! 
through the mails has given great j 
impetus to the cause of bird pro- j 
tection in the United States. 
The 
man who set Uncle Sam’s sleuths af­ 
ter the plume pirates is T. Gilbert. 
Pearson, of New York City, Secre­ 
tary of the National Association of 
Audubon Societies. 
Pearson is the man behind bird 
conservation in America. 
As Dr. 
Wiley is to pure food and Gifford 
Pinchot is to forestry, Gilbert Pear­ 
son is to bird protection. 
It is his 
life’s work. 
He is a modest man. 
He slipped quietly into Washington I 
and out again but not until he had i 
put the greatest detective agency in 
America—the Department of Justice 
—on the trail of the head hunters, i 
The magnitude of the bird protection 
movement and his recent swift moves 
have forced him into the spotlight 
of public interest. 
He has been interested in birds 
since his boyhood. 
He paid hi3 first 
year in college with a rare collection 
of birds’ eggs which he had gathered 
and w’hich he prized more highly 
than anything else—except an edu­ 
cation. 
He worked his way through 
college by collecting and mounting 
birds for the University of North 
Carolina. 
The “punch” he showed as first 
game commissioner of North Caro­ 
lina has since supplied the backbone 
that has put bird-protecting laws on 
the statute books of New York, 
Michigan, 
Ohio, 
Iowa, 
Louisiana, 
Oregon, California, North Carolina, 
Florida and other states, as well as 
much important federal legislation. 
In the work of getting the state 
legislatures to pass laws protecting 
the birds he has encountered bitter 
opposition from “lobbies,” but he is 
a resourceful fighter and is never 
more at home than w’hen debating 
with lawyers before a legislative \ 
committee. He is trying to have leg­ 
islatures make it illegal to destroy 
non-game birds, or their nests, or to 
sell their feathers—even to block the 
sale of any feathers from a native 
bird in the state or a bird of the 
same family. 
^ Prior to the organization of the 
National 
Association 
of 
Aubudon 
Societies, eleven years ago, the sep­ 
arate bird societies lacked power to 
accomplish much. 
Interest lagged. 
Societies 
and 
largely 
raised 
the 
money himself to carry on their 
work. 
Then he put out field agents 
and lecturers. 
Next, he established 
sixteen guards to protect the egret 
against plume pirates. 
H® al90*sent 
wardens to guard the breeding colon­ 
ies of sea birds all along the Atlantic 
Then came Pearson. They made him 
coast. 
He began educating school 
children in bird-study and, last year, 
he enrolled 152,164 “junior members” 
of the National Association of Audu­ 
bon Societies and gave them courses 
in bird study. 
He collects interest- 


secretary, organizer and financial 
agent. 
In him, the birds found a 
friend who would fight for them. 
He began by organizing Audubon

we want to get every one to attract 
birds about his home. 
“An important part of our work,* 
said Mr. Pearson, “is bird-study in 
the schools, especially the value of 
birds in agriculture. 
For that rea­ 
son, we have encouraged the ‘Bird 
Days* in the schools. 
Every man, 
woman or child who wants to help 
save the birds may start to work at 
once by joining the National Asso­ 
ciation of Aubudon Societies.”

Last Thursday Stubbs wired Gov­

showed Archie Sweet, the other man 
suspected, to he innocent and asked 
the governor to offer a rew'ard of 
$500 for the arrest of the murderer. 
The reward was offered. 
Swreet is to 
be held, as the Grant county citizens 
say he is guilty. 
They also say that 
Henson proved an alibi and should 
not have been arrested. 
They have 
discharged J. N. Wilkerson, of the 
Burns* Agency, upon 
whose 
advice 
Henson was arrested. 
Grant county citizens left Dodge 
City Sunday night to investigate the 
alibi of Henson and have telegraphed 
bark that it is absolute. 


London, Nov. 2.—In his address be­ 
fore the house of commons this after­ 
noon, Prem ier Asquith

He stated that the total casualties 
in France and Flanders amounted to 
377,000.

premier accepted his full share of 
the responsibility for tin* first attack 
on the Dardanelles, which resulted iii 
a failure, with the loss of several 
ships. 
He said that this attack was made 
after a full investigation and after a 
conference with naval experts, and 
that it was sanctioned bv the govern­ 
ment, notwithstanding the fact that ; 
there was some doubt in the mind of; 
♦ he government’s principal naval ad­ 
viser. 
Reviewing the wTork of the British 
submarine in ihe Turkish campaign, 
| the premier said that in the Sea of 
Marmora they had sunk or damaged 
two battleships, five gun boats, one 
torpedo boat, eight transports and 
one hundred and ninety-seven supply 
ships. 
Mr. Asquith said that there w'as 
full agreement between Great Britain 
and France to 
maintain 
the 
inde- 
ocndence of Serbia and not let her 
become a prey of "the combination of 
Germany, Austria and Bulgaria." 
The premier asserted that the fi­ 
nancial situation in 
Great 
Britain 
was serious, and that the nation must 
be prepared to make much greater 
sacrifices than it had yet done to 
enable the government to support its 
burden of the war.

j pan, where he has been 
for several 
j weeks recovering from an injury to 
his ankle, sustained while the historic 
demands Japan 
made 
upon 
China 
were under consideration last spring. 
The 
published 
interview 
credits 
Mr. Hioki with saying 
Japan would 
do well to emulate the United States 
in its dealings with China. 
“Take a 
leaf out of the American book.” 
Mr. 
Hioki is reported to have advised his 
fellow 
countrymen. 
“The 
United 
States is not bent upon the acquisi­ 
tion of interests and rights in China, 
while she has done a great deal to­ 
ward the cause of education in that 
part of the world. 
There are three 
universities managed 
by 
Americans 
for Chinese students. In addition, the 
Boxer trouble 
indemnity 
which the 
Washington 
government 
received 
from Peking is returned to China and 
is being appropriated to the fund for 
j training Chinese students 
in Ameri­ 
ca. 
Some 
fifty 
students are every I 
year dispatched to America by means j 
of this fund, in these circumstances 
the Chinese can not but be impress­ 
ed with deep gratitude for the Ameri­ 
can good offices, and be well disposed 
toward Americans.” 
In contrast to this American policy 
Mr. Hioki is 
credited 
with 
saying 
practically all 
the 
negotiations con­ 
ducted with the Chinese 
by the Ja 
panese since the Meikii era have re­ 
sulted in ill feeling. He attributes this 
to the fact that the Japanese take no 
practical interest in the 
Chinese af­ 
ter they have completed negotiations, 
but rather hold 
them 
in 
contempt. 
Although anti-Japanese 
sentiment is 
believed by Mr. Hioki to 
be preva­ 
lent in several strata of Chinese so­ 
ciety, he is quoted 
as 
saying 
this 
feeling 
does not 
exist 
among 
the 
thinking classes of 
China, 
who are 
believed by him to he anxious to have 
good feeling between the two coun-1 
tries. 
Consequently Mr. Hioki con­ 
cludes his interview 
with 
a state­ 
ment that smooth relations are pos­ 
sible between Japan and 
China and 
are dependent largely on a change in 
the attitude of the 
Japanese toward 
their neighboring state.

Paris, Nov. 2.—The oldest newspa­ 
per in France, the Gazette De France, 
has suspended publication, 
after ap­ 
pearing for nearly

years. 
The 
publishers hope to revive the 
paper 
after the war. It was founded in 1631 
by Theophraste Renaudot. 
The publishers announced their de­ 
cision in a brief editorial paragraph 
in the final issue: 
“It is a duty and a pleasant one to 
thank the numerous friends of 
the 
Gazette for the affectionate, touching 
and encouraging 
letters 
they have 
sent us regarding the temporary sus­ 
pension of the oldest French newspa­ 
per, which has been 
appearing now 
for nearly 300 years. 
To our public 
and friends, who represent 
old and 
young France 
in 
their 
nobler ele­ 
ments, we say not “Adieu,” but “Au 
Revoir,” confident that we shall soon 
begin again to defend with them the 
great causes that are dear to us in a 
renascent and victorious France.”
